Well Known Violinist and Composer 


Reprint from Klmira Star-Gazette, Oct. 23, 1914 
Dr. Will George Butler, who this 
year became a member of the staff of 
the State Normal School at Mansfield, 
Pa., having charge of the departments 
of the violin and theory, is one of the 
best known and most gifted mus'icians 
of this country. From boyhood up his 
career has been that of a true musical 
artist. 

He was born at Blossburg, Pa., 
where his mother and sister reside. 
His father was the late William M. 
Butler. He began his musical career 
under the guidance of Mrs. Sus'ie T. 
Thompson, formerly Miss Susie Sexton 
of Blossburg, Pa., and his uncle. Pro¬ 
fessor D. O. Putnani of Gloversville, 
N. Y. 

I)r. Butler is an alumnus of the 
State Normal School of Mansfield, Pa., 
and wes under the personal instruc¬ 
tion of Hamlin E. Cogswell, formerly 
professor of music at Mansfield. He 
also studied wfith John C. Bos'tlemann 
of Corning, N. Y. Dr. Butler contin¬ 
ued h^s violin studies at the Chicago 
Musical College under Samuel E. 



Jacobson, who was considered the 
greatest violin teacher in America. 

For six years he was head of the 
violin department of the great Kansas 
State Normal School at Emporia, 
which has an enrollment of three 
thoue>and students. He did splendid 
work in that institution as instructor, 
and President Taylor wrote of him: 
“He has built up his department here 
much beyond our hopes, and we shall 
greatly regret to lose him.” He did 
concert work throughout the middle 
west, especially in Oklahoma, Kansas, 
and Nebraska, and established a high 
reputation as an artist. 

For nine years' he was the head of 
the violin department of Dickinson 
Seminary of Williamsport, Pa. Last 
season he devoted himself entirely to 
recital and concert wmrk. 

One of the most noticeable features 
of h's work and which shows his suc¬ 
cess as a teacher, is that he has placed 
many of his students upon the faculty 
of several of the large schools of the 
country. Dr. Butler is also well known 
as a composer and has written numer¬ 
ous songs* used by many of the great¬ 
est artists including David Bispham, 
Nordica, John Phillip Sousa, F. N. 
Tnnes, Camilla Urso and others. He 
is also the personal friend of manv 
of the greatest artists cf the world. 

Several years ago Eugene Ysaye 
rent him a musical composition for 


a Christmas present, which he com- 
pose:i especially for him. 

He has done a great deal of recital, 
concert work, both alone and associ¬ 
ated with many of the greatest artists, 
including John Barnes Wells, the 
"^ell known tenor of New York. 
Thaddeus Rich, the concert meister of 
the Philadelphia Orchestra, and also 
with Emil Liebling, the distinguished 
American pianist, who wrote shortly 
before his death, “Dr. Butler’s work 
if* appreciated by a far reaching 
public.’’ 

Dr, Butler is to play a recital just 
before Thanksgiving in Alumni Hall, 
Mansfield. This recital will be the 
third number of the regular Mansfield 
Normal Concert Course. 

The work this year in his depart¬ 
ment is very excellent and all of the 
periods are taken. The Student’s 
Symphony Orchestra is in a very flour¬ 
ishing condition and has nearly forty 
members. 

At the end of the term an orches¬ 
tra concert v/ill be given. Few vio¬ 
linists of the day possess the warm 
personal friendship of their colleagues 
CO the extent of Dr. Butler’s hold up¬ 
on his fellows. James Whitcomb 
Riley sent him an auiograph poem 
and Dr. Butler is a warm friend of 
William Allen White, Y/alt Mason and 
ecores of other celebrities. He has 


played at the Roycroft Salon on sev¬ 
eral different occasions and Elbert 
Hubbard has pronounced his efforts 
the finest he has ever listened to. 

Dr. Butler is a member of the Bap¬ 
tist church, and belongs to the Ma¬ 
sonic Order. He is n member of the 
Mendelss<ohn Club of New York City, 
which is a society composed of com¬ 
posers and an elected society. 

He has also done considerable pub¬ 
lic speaking for conventions and gave 
the address before the national elocu¬ 
tionary ai^'sociation at Denver on “The 
Correlation of the Fine Arts.” 

In recognition of the distinguished 
services which he has rendered to the 
musical art and upon the merit of 
his compositions, the University of 
the State of New York conferred on 
him in 1904 the degree of Doctor of 
Music. 

As a violinist of wonderful power, 
as a composer of original genius and 
as a teacher of rare success Dr. Butler 
iL'tands in the foremost rank in the 
musical world.

BUILDINGS 


NORTH HALL 

This building is one of the finest school buildings in the country. 
It is 270 feet long by 100 feet wide, and five stories high. It contains 
the Principal's office, the office of the Director of the conservatory, 
dormitories for women, the conservatory and art departments, an 
elegant dining room large enough to seat 500 persons, passenger and 
freight electric elevators, etc. 


ALUMNI HALL 

This building„is 54 by 117 feet, and three stories high. In 
it is found the splendid concert hall, which occupies the whole of the 
upper story, and is capable of seating 750 persons. In the concert hall 
is located a $10,000 Austin organ, which is one of the finest to be found 
in this section of the country. Class rooms occupy the two lower 
stories. 


MODEL TRAINING SCHOOL 

To the east of North Hall there has recently been completed 
a superior structure to be devoted to the Model School. This building 
is 120 feet in length by 82 feet in width, two stories and a basement. 
It is capable of accommodating nearly 500 grade children. It is 
equipped with the very latest heating and ventilating appliances 
and is fire-proof, being constructed from reinforced concrete, with 
brick facing. 


OTHER BUILDINGS 

The other buildings are South Hall, a splendid four story 
building, which accommodates about one hundred young men, and 
the gymnasium, a large building well equipped with apparatus and 
containing a large basket ball floor, indoor tennis court, etc. 
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REGULATIONS 


Tuition and board are payable in advance at the general office 
of the Normal School. 

Students may enter at any time, but no deduction is made for 
absence the first two or the last two weeks of the term, or for any 
single absence. 

A subject once started may not be dropped after the second 
week of the term, except for the most serious reasons and by consent 
of the faculty. 

Students are not permitted to change teachers without the con¬ 
sent of the Director. 

Lessons missed by the pupil may not be made up except in case 
of serious and continued illness, or unless the teacher is notified in 
advance of the time of absence, and reasons given which satisfy the 
teacher that the absence is unavoidable. 

All conservatory students, whether special or regular, are 
expected to attend the regular Wednesday evening student recitals, 
and to participate in them when asked to do so by an instructor or 
the Director, unless excused by written request of parent or guardian. 

No student in any course is permitted to take part in any 
public musical performance, outside the Conservatory, without the 
consent of the Director and teacher in charge. 

Unbecoming conduct, unpaid bills, or unsatisfactory work 
may be considered sufficient reason for the dismissal of any student 
from the Conservatory at the discretion of the faculty. 

All students of orchestral instruments are considered as mem¬ 
bers of the School Orchestra, and are expected to attend all rehearsals, 
and all public appearances of that organization, unless excused by the 
Conductor. 
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GENERAL INFORMATION 


The Aims of the Conservatory are: 

1. To foster a love for good music. 

2. To fit its graduates to become successful teachers of music. 

3. To train musicians for the service of the church, as well as 
for all public appearance. 

General Plan of Instruction 

The general plan of instruction is similar to that of the best 
European and American Conservatories. In all courses broad 
knowledge, skill in performance and sound principles of 
interpretation are insisted upon. 

Students may enroll as specials in any course, or they may 
follow one or more of the prescribed courses leading to 
graduation. 

Church Choirs. 

Unusual opportunities are afforded Conservatory students, in 
the way of securing practical Choir experience, as nearly all the 
music for the several churches is furnished by the conservatory, 
and the different choirs are in charge of members of the faculty 
of Music. Each year also Operas or Oratorios, or both, are 
given by the Choral Society, assisted by the school orchestra. 

Certificates. 

Before devoting the greater part of their time to the study 
of Music, students must have completed a High School course 
of four years, or two year’s work in a Normal School, and must 
give evidence of possessing sufficient ability to make success 
probable.

PUBLIC SCHOOL MUSIC 

No branch of education has received more attention by the state 
educational authorities during the last few years than music in the 
public schools. The absolute need of conserving the child voice is 
being recognized as never before, and there is a large and growing 
demand from the public schools throughout the country for splendidly 
trained and efficient teachers of music. In order to meet this need for 
more and better equipped supervisors, Mansfield is offering courses 
in Public School Music which are exceedingly practical and com¬ 
prehensive. These courses afford advantages which are found in 
comparatively few schools. After the student is sufficiently advanced 
in the work he is put in charge of one of the grades in our large 
Model School, which has between 300 and 400 children, including all 
grades from kindergarten to seventh grade inclusive. Thus the stu¬ 
dent is given at least a year of actual teaching experience under con¬ 
ditions which are exactly the same as those which exist in Public 
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Schools in general. This teaching is done under the direct super¬ 
vision of the Director of the Conservatory. 

Two courses are offered in Public School Music as follows: 

1. A course of two years open to graduates of a four year 
high school, or to students who have completed the first two 
years’ work in a State Normal School. 

2. A one year course open only to graduates of Normal 
Schools in the regular normal course.

ORGAN 


This course is open to any who have completed two years of 

piano. 

The object of the course is to prepare students for church posi¬ 
tions, as well as to fit them for recital work and to become teachers 
of Organ. The principles of Touch and Technique are based on the 
Lemmons Schools of Organ playing, and the works of the best com¬ 
posers for the organ are studied, considerable time being devoted to 
the study of Bach during the second year of the course.

THEORY, HARMONY 

AND COUNTERPOINT 

The Conservatory offers an unus¬ 
ually well arranged and thorough course 
in Theory. From the very beginning up 
to the highest forms of Harmony, 
Counterpoint, Musical Form, Composi¬ 
tion and Instrumentation, the student is 
taught those principles which make for 
the development of his perception of 
true musical realization. The Harmony 
Course is a two year course, and is 
required for graduation in all music 
courses. 


HISTORY OF MUSIC 

History of music is a one year course, and is a required study 
in all courses which lead to graduation . 


SOLFEGGIO 

Solfeggio or Sight Singing is a very necessary part of a 
music course, and is required of all students taking any course lead¬ 
ing to graduation. It runs throughout the course.

ORCHESTRA 


A Symphony orchestra is maintained by the school which 
under the direction of the head teacher of Violin, gives the student 
an unusual opportunity to become familiar with the best forms 
of orchestral literature. The symphonies of the great masters are 
carefully studied, producing a broadening effect upon the student, 
the value of which to a musician cannot be estimated.

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ART 


Two courses are offered in Normal Art, as follows: 

1. A course of two years open to graduates of a four year 
high school course, or to the students who have completed two years’ 
work in a normal school. This course is of broad scope and is in¬ 
tended for those who wish to become Supervisors of Drawing. 

II. A one year course open only to graduates of normal 
schools. This course is intended for those who wish to become spe¬ 
cial teachers of Drawing in Public Schools. 

The Normal Art Courses are designed to give the student a 
knowledge of art, and skill in drawing, painting and the Manual Arts; 
and at the same time to train the student for the position of teacher of 
drawing in the elementary and secondary schools, or as supervisor of 
drawing in the public schools. 

Course of Study: 

I Still Life—Charcoal and Pencil. 

II Drawing from Casts. 

III Painting—Water colors, instruction in drawing, painting, 
and composition of still life, flowers, landscapes, etc. 

IV Freehand perspective—Drawing of objects, exteriors and 
interiors, street scenes and plant forms. 

V Blackboard Drawing. 

VI Design and Applied Design—Making of designs for 
plaids, tiles, book covers, stencils, cut and tooled leather, 
baskets, wood-block, printing, etc., suitable for school 
work. 

VII Color—Attention is given to color in connection with 
design and composition, and to the development of 
original and harmonious color schemes. 

Vni Applied Arts—Instruction is given in elementary man¬ 
ual training, consisting of card board construction, pa¬ 
per cutting, basketry, weaving, clay modeling, and ele¬ 
mentary book binding.

IX Mechanical Drawing—This course is arranged with re¬ 
ference to the needs of teachers. 

X Histories—Ornament, lectures. 

XI History of Art—Lectures on the History of Architect¬ 
ure, Sculpture, and Painting. Students are required to 
take notes and use a text book. 

XII Theory and Practice of Teaching Drawing—This course 
includes practical work, practice teaching, observation 
and discussions, the planning of lessons and courses.
